The commissioner ta lk» forcibly in fa v­ 
or of municipa l a ction to prevent diph­ 
theria . a nd sa ys tha t the results of the 
trea tment of over 7,000 ca « *« of diph i 
theria by a ntitoxin “ demonstra te bt*- j 
yond a ll rea sona ble doubt tha t a nti- 
diphtheretic serum is a specific cura ­ 
tive a gent tor diphtheria , surpa ssing 
in effica cy a ll older methods of trea t­ 
ment,
